Tokyo, Mar. 7. 

Communist China today 
denounced South Vietnam 
for the shooting of a 
Chinese fisherman

islands claimed hy Peking. 

Radio Peking, heard in Tokyo, 
charged that South Vietnamese 
troops “UWlegally” held the islend 
ef Kanchuan in the Paracel 
group in the South China Soa 
and had fired on a Communist 
Chinese fishing boat last Jan, 25 
wounding one on board. 

The radio mentioned no Com- 
cuunist counter moves, but 
warned that the incident “has 
aroused growing indignation 
among the Chinese.” 

The radio said that the South 
Vietnamese fad not only oc- 
cupied Kanchuan but “several 
other islands nearby ... such 
they Chinyin Island and Sanhu 
Island.

He was Tied in .the January 
Criminal Sessions together with 
another man on that charge and 
two othery of riot on October 11 
and 12 at Tsun Wan. The 
other man was discharged on all 
counts. Lee was found not 
guilty on the two counts of 
riot, but the Jury disagreed on 
the count of Intimidation and ao 
possible verdict of unlawful as 
eetmbly. arising out of ore of the 
riot charges. He was remanded 
for re-trial on the intimidation 
charge, 

JUDGE EXPLAINS

field, Crown Counsel, announced 
that he was offering no evidence 
on the count of intimidation and 
hoe would treat the outstanding 
charge of unlawful assembly in 
the same way. . 

Mr Justice Reece asked the 
Jury to ceturm a formal verdict 
of not guilty on the Intimidation 
count, He also explained that 
Lee wos up before another Jury 
on a charge of riot.
